Private Luther J, Wright, Cont* 
Patty A.. (I. H., of M. P. battalion. 
Dow in Germany, in a letter to Mr. 
L. H. Archias from Triers s a y s : 
“I have been through quite a lot 
of France and am now in Germany 
doing M. P. duty. I have witnessed 
some wonderful sights since I left 
the states. I have been at the front 
line trenches, but it was after the 
fighting was over. 
“We came through what’s called 
No Man's Land when we came to 
Germany. 
On our way here we 
passed through towns and villages 
that 
were 
completely 
Sh OI 
to 
diet eg; some of the buildings w< re 
leveled to the ground, which was 
full of shell holes. 
I would not 
have missed that trip for anything 
in the world. 
“Since I left home I went from 
St. Louis to Camp McArthur. Tex­ 
as. and from there 
was 
sent 
to 
Camp Merritt, K. J., then hiked for 
the Hudson river one night with a 
90-pound pack on my back, a dis­ 
tance of nine miles. 
Of course a 
good soldier doesn’t mind that. We 
reached the river at 
sunup 
one 
Sunday morning and were loaded 
into a boat and steamed for New 
Yolk harbor, where we were trans­ 
ferred to a big ocean 
liner and 
sailed September 23 for overseas. 
“We w re on the water fourteen 
days and landed 
at 
St. 
N a z a i r e , 
France, October 6. We spent three- 
weeks in camp and then were sent 
to St .Amend, France, to a replace­
